THE HARVEST.The accounts of the har- 
vest are so contradictory that it ie difficult to 
arrive at the actual state of the case. As relates 
to the district in the heart of which we live, we 
are enabled to give an accurate opinion, obtain 
ed by personal inquiry among the farmers and 
dealers in grain, attending on market on Tues- 
day. We have thufobtained information of the 
state of the crops in the towns and villages round 
Leeds, including Headingley, Harewood, Har. 
rogate, Easi, Rigton, Garforth, Abberford, Sher- 
burn, Rothwell, Pontefract, Wakefield, &e. All 
accounts from these places concur in stating that 
a little damage has been done te the more for- 
ward crops, by the unfavourable weather, but 
that should the rain abate, and genial weather 
succeed, the mischief would in no instance prove 
serious, ad the produce, generally speaking, 
be much superior to that of many former years. 
Up to Saturday last, notwithstanding the rain 
that had fallen previously during the week, on 
part of two or p omen days, no very material in- 
jury had been suffered by any of the crops, fur- 
ther than that occasioned by the circumstances 
of the unavoidable interruption of the work of 
eulting and gathering. ‘There were three very 

ood harvest days the last week—Tuesday, 

‘huraday, and Friday. On, those days farmers 
were quite on the alert, and, with all hands that 
could be procured, busily engaged in cutting and 
gathering. In several of the earlier districts, 
great part of the wheat is in stack, uninjured, 
and almost all cut down; there is some in siack, 
and part of Friday's cutting wae on ledge on 
Sunday. The latter is the only part for the 
safety of which any apprehension could be on- 
tertained; but Sunday evening having been fair,> 
that was not much minded, as « few dry hoars 
would put it out of danger. There is no fear of 
oatsor barley. There should be a continuity of 
wet for three or four days to cause material in-

From the oxen the 
fluid passed into the cider-mill house through an 
open window. The horse, which was grinding 
m the mill, was struck to the ground. Three 
boys, who were standing on the side of the mill 
next to the window, na one who was cleaning 
the pomace from the mill, were thrown, by the 
concussion of the air, entirely over the trough 
into a heap, im the horse's track, on the other 
side a distance of ten feet. Three of them were 
considerably stunned. ‘Tle fourth soow rose, 
and perceived the horse just getting up. As 
soon as the horse was on his feet, he sprung 
forward with great violence, and, when he 
came to where the boys lay, leaped over them 

One of the traces, which had unhooked from 
the whiffletree, caught the clothes of one of the 
boys and dragged him several feet, till the 
horse was stopped by a young man who was 
present. He wae somewhat injuied though not 
severely. All the other persons present were 
well the pest day.—Suffictent heip beng at 
hand the fire in the hay was roon extinguished. 

No ersential damage wae done to the buildings.
